TEAM NOTES AGAINST SAN JOSE EARTHQUAKES 

• Saturday marks the 37th all-time meeting between two of the original MLS teams 

• San Jose leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 20-11-5 
... since the Earthquakes returned to MLS in 2008 after a two-year hiatus (2006-07), 
the Revs are 3-5-1 against San Jose 

• The Earthquakes are 4-0-1 in the team's last five meetings from 2010 to 2012 

• The Revolution is 6-10-2 in home matches against San Jose, including a 2-6-2 mark 
at Gillette Stadium 

• Saturday's match will be the first and only time the two teams will meet this season 
... last season the two teams played once in San Jose with the Earthquakes earning 
a 1-0 win in the season-opener 

• In the 36 all-time meetings between the two clubs, San Jose has outscored New 
England, 66-44 ... there have been 13 shutouts recorded in the series, with seven 
posted by San Jose and six posted by the Revs 

• The Revolution and Earthquakes have never met outside the MLS regular season 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST SAN JOSE EARTHQUAKES 

• Chad Barrett has scored four goals and recorded three assists in 12 appearances 
against San Jose in his time with Chicago, Toronto and LA 

• Chris Tierney is the only other current Revs player who has scored a goal against 
San Jose ... Tierney scored his second career goal - and first against San Jose - on 
May 21,2010, at Buck Shaw Stadium with a late free kick goal 

• Matt Reis is 3-5-2 in his Revolution career against San Jose with a 1.30 goals 
against average and two shutouts ... overall, he is 4-7-2 against the Earthquakes in 
his career 

• Bobby Shuttleworth made one start against San Jose, taking the loss on Oct. 8, 

2011, at Gillette Stadium in a 2-1 defeat... he made five saves in the loss 

LAST MEETING 

New England 0, at San Jose 1 

March 11,2012 - Buck Shaw Stadium (Santa Clara, Calif.) 

SANTA CLARA, Calif. - Chris Wondolowski scored the only goal of the game in the 15th 
minute as the Earthquakes made a winning start to the 2012 season with a 1-0 victory over 
the Revolution at Buck Shaw Stadium. It was the first opening-day win for the Earthquakes 
since 2003, while it marked the third straight year in which the Revolution fell short of 
three points in the season opener. A total of seven players made their Revolution debuts 
- including five starters - while the match also served as the head coaching debut for Jay

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. SAN JOSE EARTHQUAKES 


TEAM NOTES 


REVS RETURN HOME 

Saturday’s match against the San Jose Earthquakes marks the first home game for the 
Revs since June 8, a 0-0 draw against D.C. United ... Saturday also marks the only meeting 
between the two clubs this season ... the Revs are 1 -3-3 in seven games against Western 
Conference opponents this season, including a 1-2-0 mark at home ... the Quakes defeated 
the Revs, 1-0, at Buck Shaw Stadium in the 2012 season opener... the Revs are 0-4-1 in its 
last five meetings with the Earthquakes ... the club’s last win over San Jose came in the 2009 
season opener. 

DEFENSE REMAINS DOMINANT 

Following last Saturday’s draw at Chivas USA, the Revs defense entered the week as the 
league’s best... after week 18, the Revs rank first in goals against (0.88), goals allowed (14) 
team shutouts (nine) and save percentage (77.1%)... the Revs have also held opponents to 
one goal or fewer in 13 of 16 games this season ... last Saturday also marked the ninth differ¬ 
ent player to earn a start on defense with Ryan Guy starting at right back. 

SHIFTING DEFENSE YIELDS SIMILAR RESULTS 

The Revs started the season with MLS’ top defense, allowing just two goals through their first 
four games while running out the same starting backline of Kevin Alston (LB), Jose Goncalves 
(CB), A.J. Soares (CB) and Andrew Farrell (RB)... in the next few games, the Revs made 
some defensive changes and dropped as low as fifth in the MLS defensive rankings, but de¬ 
spite more changes, the Revs remained at the top of the heap after Week 18... entering this 
week, the Revs are top in team goals against average (0.88) and first in shutouts (9)... while 
leading MLS in team defense through 16 games, the Revs have run out nine different starting 
defenders -- Kevin Alston (4 gms.), Darrius Barnes (2 gms.), Bilal Duckett (1 gm.), Andrew 
Farrell (14 gms.), Jose Goncalves (16 gms.), Stephen McCarthy (10 gms.), A.J. Soares (6 
gms.) Chris Tierney (10 gms.) and Ryan Guy (1 gm.) - and two goalkeepers (Bobby Shuttle- 
worth for 14 gms., Matt Reis for 2 gms.). 

OTHER REVS BACK IN THE MIX 

Saturday at Chivas USA, several players jumped back into Jay Heaps’ lineup after extended 
time away ... Jerry Bengtson made his first start since May 25, a 2-0 win over Toronto FC at 
Gillette Stadium ... Clyde Simms made his first appearance since a start against Houston on 
May 18, a 2-0 win against Houston at BBVACompass Stadium ... Ryan Guy also made his 
first start at right back since he did so in the final three games of the 2012 season. 

SIX REVS UP FOR FAN ALL-STAR GAME VOTING 

With All-Star voting closing earlier this week - and the “In the Game” forward being chosen by 
fan play on FIFA13 this week - the Fan All-Star Voting selections (Fan XI) will be announced 
Sunday afternoon during ESPN's broadcast of Chicago Fire vs. Sporting Kansas City ... the 
final gameday roster, chosen by Sporting KC head coach Peter Vermes, will be announced on 
July 15 ... the MLS All-Stars will take on Italian Serie A giant AS Roma on July 31 from Kansas 
City's Sporting Park ... Bobby Shuttleworth, Jose Goncalves, Andrew Farrell, Lee Nguyen, 
Kelyn Rowe and Diego Fagundez are all up for selection, while Fagundez is the lone Revs 
forward available to be voted in via FIFA13 play. 

WESTERN STRUGGLES CONTINUE 

The Revs failed to earn three points against another Western Conference opponent last 
Saturday at Chivas USA... Chad Barrett netted an equalizer in the 88th minute to earn his 
team a point on the road after trailing for 70 minutes ... the Revs have posted just a 1-3-3 
record against Western Conference teams this season ... Saturday’s match against San Jose 
marks the third of three straight games against Western Conference opponents ... the lone 
win against a however, was a memorable one as the Revs dismantled the two-time defending 
MLS Cup champion LA Galaxy, 5-0, at Gillette Stadium on June 2 ... after the San Jose 
match, the Revs close out play against the West at Colorado on July 17. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Three regular Revs starters are products of MLS youth academy programs, including two from 
the Revs’ youth system ... Revs products include Diego Fagundez (13 games, 970 minutes, 
team-leading five goals, four assists) and Scott Caldwell (11 games, 724 minutes, one as¬ 
sist) were signed from the Revolution Academy, while Juan Agudelo (11 games overall, 780 
minutes, five goals, one assist this season) is a product of New York’s academy ... Fagundez 
(18 years old) and Agudelo (20 years old) have combined to score eight of the team’s 19 goals 
this year, while Fagundez and Caldwell (22 years old) have combined for five of the team’s 20 
assists. 

FAGUNDEZ LIKES IT HOT 

As the summer has heated up, so has Diego Fagundez ... the 18-year old has recorded a 
goal, an assist or both in six of the team’s last seven MLS matches, dating back to May 11... 
he scored single goals against New York (May 11), Houston (May 18) and Toronto (May 25), 
before scoring one goal and adding two assists against LA (June 2)... after the team was shut 
out in a 0-0 draw against D.C. (May 8), Fagundez packed back up against Vancouver (June 


15), recording an assist before picking his second in as many games at Chivas USA (June 29) 
... in that span, Fagundez has scored four of his five goals an drecorded all four of his assists. 

BARRETT FINDING HIS GROOVE 

Chad Barrett latched onto the end of a Diego Fagundez cross in the 88th minute against 
Chivas USA on Saturday to pull his team level at 1-1 and earn a road point for the Revs ... in 
his last three league appearances, totaling just 34 minutes, Barrett has scored two goals and 
added one assist... Barrett, currently in his ninth season in MLS (Chicago, Toronto, LA, New 
England), has scored 44 goals and recorded 28 assists in his career 

CALDWELL GETS INVOLVED 

With the Revs trailing 1-0 in the waning minutes of last Saturday’s match at Chivas USA, Scott 
Caldwell found Diego Fagundez out wide, who then set up Chad Barrett’s game-tying goal... 
the assist was the first of the Braintree, Mass., product’s young career... Caldwell has now 
made 11 appearances, including seven starts, in his first season with the Revs after signing 
as the team’s second Homegrown player this past offseason ... Caldwell was the Revolution 
Academy’s inaugeral captain on the 2008-09 Under-18 team, before beginning his collegiate 
career at Akron, where he helped the Zips win the 2010 national championship and later 
captained the team as a junior and senior. 

SHUTTLEWORTH CONTINUES TO BE ROCK SOLID 

Bobby Shuttleworth continues to be an anchor in goal for the Revs ... he is currently tied for 
third in MLS in goals against average (1.00), and is tied for second in shutouts (7)... his save 
percentage of 75.4 is ranked third in MLS and his 14 goals allowed is tied for the least among 
starting keepers around the league. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs' defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored MLS’ 
top defense and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season ... 
Goncalves has backed the Revs’ defense that has posted a league-best nine shutouts and 
allowed a league-low 14 goals all while integrating nine different defenders into the four-man 
lineup through 16 games. 

AGUDELO OUT 

Newly acquired forward Juan Agudelo has been listed as out with a right knee sprain ahead 
of Saturday’s match against San Jose ... Agudelo suffered the injury late in last Wednesday's 
match against D.C. United in the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup ... Agudelo appeared 
in five games since joining the Revs on May 7 before the injury... the New York Red Bulls 
Academy product has scored five goals on the season (three with the Revs) and recorded 
one assist (with Chivas)... head coach Jay Heaps went with Jerry Bengtson at forward last 
Saturday against Chivas (June 29) before bringing on Chad Barrett in the 83rd minute who 
scored the game-tying goal in the 88th minute. 

FAGUNDEZ FEATURES ON MLS 36 

Diego Fagundez, the Revs’ 18-year old homegrown product, is set to feature on NBC Sports’ 
Network’s “MLS 36" show... the crew is following Fagundez this weekend, beginning on 
Friday morning through Saturday’s match against the Earthquakes ... the show gives viewers a 
new insight into the life and preparations of a player for a span of 36 hours before a game. 

ROWE BACK IN THE STARTING MIX 

Kelyn Rowe has been the team’s hottest player in the last month, a fact which helped him 
return to the starting lineup at Vancouver (June 15) for the first time since May 11 ... in the 
team’s last seven matches overall (four MLS matches, three U.S. Open Cup games), Rowe 
has scored six goals and added three assists ... he has two multiple-goal games (May 28 
at Rochester Rhinos and June 12 vs. New York Red Bulls, both in USOC action), and one 
multiple-assist match (June 2 vs. LA Galaxy). 

ROWING UP THE ASSIST CHARTS 

Kelyn Rowe picked up his fourth and fifth assists of the season against the LA Galaxy on June 
2, and is currently tied for eighth in MLS in assists with seven other players... Rowe, who 
recorded five assists in 30 appearances as a rookie in 2012, now has 10 career assists ... 

Rowe’s two-assist performance against LA was also his first-career multiple-assist match. 

the second-year midfielder has also scored two goals. 

TIERNEY CONTINUES CLIMB UP APPEARANCES CHART 

If defender Chris Tierney appears in the next two games for the Revs (July 6 vs. San Jose and 
July 13 vs. Houston), he will surpass Kevin Alston (116) for 10th place on the club’s career 
appearances chart... Tierney has made 115 appearances in MLS (all for New England) with 
104 starts entering Saturday's match against San Jose ... Tierney is also tied for eighth in 
assists (19), third in game-winning assists (nine) and fourth in corner kicks (180) on the club’s 
career charts. 
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TIERNEY JOINS ELITE GROUP 

Chris Tierney made his 100th career start against Toronto on May 25 ... he is the 12th player 
in New England history to make 100 starts in New England ... all of his 104 starts - and all 
114 of his appearances - have come in New England ... the Wellesley, Mass., native is one 
appearance away from moving into the Revs’ career appearances top-10 chart (Andy Dorman 
is currently 10th with 116), and is now 10th in starts. 

TIERNEY ALSO LENDS A GAME-WINNING HAND 

Chris Tierney's assist on Juan Agudelo’s goal at Vancouver on June 15 was the 19th of his 
career... Tierney is tied for eighth on the Revs’ career assist chart (tied with Imad Baba) and 
his assist at Vancouver moved him ahead of current Revs teammate Andy Dorman to the 
eighth-place tie ... nine of his 19 career assists have been game-winning assists, ranking him 
third in Revs history in the category 

REVS’ ROOKIES QUIETLY MAKING THEIR MARK 

Two of the Revs’ rookies are quietly making their mark on the Revs’ season ... defender 
Andrew Farrell-the number one overall pick in the 2013 MLS SuperDraft - has started 14 of 
the team's 16 games and helped back the Revs’ number-one ranked team defense ... Scott 
Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing this winter after a four-year career at 
Akron, has now made 11 appearances, including seven starts as the team’s lone defensive 
central midfielder, and has recorded one assist. 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made 11 appearances - including seven 
starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December 
after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen time 
this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (14GP/14GS at right back) and midfielder Donnie 
Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his MLS outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 

“HOMETOWN" FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... both 
Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... 
Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year career 
at Akron. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 


KEVIN ALSTON TAKING LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Revolution defender Kevin Alston has been diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia 
(CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia ... has taken an indefinite leave of absence from 
the team to undergo treatment, but has recently begun participating in full team activities, 
including training ... Alston’s medical treatment is not expected to require hospitalization and 
he expects to return to the team’s active roster in the future ... Alston, 25, started the first 
four games this season at left back before his diagnosis ... he has started all 116 games in 
which he’s played since being drafted 10th overall in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft out of Indiana 
University and ranks ninth on the Revs’ career charts in games played, and eighth in games 
started. 

ALSTON OUT, BUT NOT DOWN, AND ON THE WAY BACK 

While Kevin Alston has been away from the team on the field, he hasn't left the team entirely 
... he has returned to full team activities, and is easing back into full participation and training 
... following his diagnosis, he continued to come to the team’s training sessions regularly and 
watch from the sidelines, and also made appearances on behalf of the team ... on April 20, he 
traveled to New York on April 20 to cheer on the Revs, riding down and back with the Revs’ 
Under-18 and Under-16 teams, and later visiting the Revs’ traveling supporters in the parking 
lots and in the stands. 

FIRST-EVER TRIP TO FINALS FOR UNDER-18S 

The Revolution’s Under-18 team’s berth in U.S. Soccer's Development Academy's Finals 
Week is the first-ever championship spot for a Revs youth team ... the Revolution youth 
development program, launched in 2008, is only five years old ... the U18s earned their spot 
in the finals by topping their group - dubbed the “Group of Death” at the Under-17/18 USSF 
Development Academy Playoffs, held in Frisco, Texas, June 16-21 ... the Revs went 1-0-2 in 
group play with draws against the Dallas Texans and San Jose Earthquakes, and a 4-2 win 
over the LA Galaxy in the final match. 

REVOLUTION U18S MAKE NEW ENGLAND HISTORY 

By qualifying for Finals Week, the Revolution Under-18s became the first team from New 
England to qualify for the U.S. Soccer Development Academy Finals Week since 2009 and 
only the second team from New England ever... teams from Massachusetts, New Hampshire 
and Connecticut compete in the prestigious Development Academy, but the Revs' squad is 
the second New England-based team to advance to the finals ... in 2009, the then FC Greater 
Boston advanced to the finals in the Under-17/18 bracket. 

DOMINIK MACHADO LEADS U18S AS VETERAN 

Midfielder Dominik Machado (Attleboro, Mass.) is one of the longest-tenured U18 players on 
the Revolution squad, having been a member of the team for four seasons ... an undisputed 
leader on and off the field, the midfielder serves as captain ... Machado played a key role 
in the U18s’ advancement, scoring three goals and adding an assist during the third playoff 
games against the LA Galaxy (June 27), and was one of only three players to play every 
minute of every playoff game (270 min.)... Machado, a former member of the Revs' Under-16 
team, has advanced to four straight Development Academy Playoffs spanning his U16 and 
U18 playing days ... Machado has signed a National Letter of Intent to play soccer at Provi¬ 
dence College this fall, and will train with the Revolution first team at the conclusion of the 
U18s run, as he has done the last two seasons. 

YOUNG GUNS RISE TO THE OCCASION 

The Finals Week travel roster includes nine U16 players, making the Revolution the youngest 
squad participating ... eight U16s played up an age group during the Playoffs, with three play¬ 
ers making notable contributions: 

• Danny Apajee (Cranston, R.l.) scored a goal against the Dallas Texans (June 24) and 
drew a penalty kick against the. LA Galaxy (June 27), 

• Will Rasid (Wilbraham, Mass.) recorded an assist against the San Jose Earthquakes 
(June 25) 

• Gabe Gissie (Worcester, Mass.) earned two assists against the LA Galaxy (June 27).

The Revs’ standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team’s primary 
netminder, but he missed large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from 
various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 
2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (244), games started in goal (243), minutes played in goal (21,882), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (87), saves (968), shutouts (63) and save percentage (.722)... 
recorded his 70th career shutout in the 2-0 win against Columbus on September 5, 2012 ... re¬ 
corded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland on 
March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first
